Water temperature 
was steady at 70, and if there's u 
sun and no wind that's fair enough. 
When I was a boy back East the

Triore often called the Florida Blue. 
Any connection between the Florida 
Blue and the Bluejay common to 
the rest of the country Is strictly 
coincidental. 


The Florida Blue is 
somewhat 


larger, decked out entirely in two- 
toned dark blue feathers, and his 
disposition is quite the opposite of 
the insolent Bluejay. Both birds 
appear every day so the contrast 
is startling. The Florida Blue 
has 
j'i softly scolding note, unlike the 
jarring uproar of the raucous Blue- 
jay, 
and he uses it to attract at- 


tention when begging food at the 
kitchen door. 
You've never seen 


him before but it makes no dif- 
ference: 
The Florida Blue 
flies 


confidently in and lands on your 
hand or your shoulder. 


As for the Bluejay, he's the same 


fellow here that he is m Arkansas. 
He couldn't get elected dog-catcher 
in either state. 
^' I hale to report this, but there's 


a Sarasota bird-lover who feeds the 
quail' and the robins and the Flor- 
ida Blues, and in his backyard he 
has a trap with a long string tied 
to it and every 
time 
a Bluejay 


enters the trap he pulls the string 
and wrings the bully's neck. But all 
I personally said is 
Florida Blue better.

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Benson Urges 
Participation 
in Government 


Dr. Benson 


Expenditure Council President 
More than 100 local Kiwanis, 


Rotary and Lions club members to- 
day heard Dr. George S. Benson, 
president of Harding College ot 
Scarcy, urge greater participation 
in government by citizens through 
immediate action on the local level., 


Dr. Benson was introduced by 


Guy E. Basye, local manufacturer. 


Speaking briefly of the Arkansas 


Public Expenditure Council which 
he helped organize in 1942, Dr. Ben- 
son said the organization provided 
each citizen a practical means of 
effective participation in govern- 
ment. 
He declared 
that, "the 


Council's long range highway pro- 
gram, under Governor Cherry, has 
a grand opportunity of being at- 
tained. We have 
had 
as many 


highway programs as we have had 
governors, and oXir roads show it". 
Among 
accomplishments 
of the 


Council he listed the first compre- 
hensive analysis of the revenue 
system of the stale, a study called 
"Taxes in Arkansas," 
now used 


as an authority by students of Ar- 
kcinsas 
government; 
Arkansas 


Budget Control Law was adopted 
in 1D43 after the Expenditure Coun- 
cil demonstrated by analysis of the 
State's fiscal control laws, the need 
for reform of Ihc then irregular and 
haphazard financing schemes; re- 
search in welfare 
problems and 


methods of improving its service 
to the State's needy has resulted 
in more than 15000 names being re- 
moved from the Slale's welfare 
rolls since Ihc first of the year. 
Much of the reduction is due to the 
abolition of Ihe so-called secrecy 
clause which had hitherto prevent- 
ed local citizens from inspecting 
relief rolls of Ihcir own counly. 


Among objeclives of Ihe Council 


Dr. Benson named revision of Ihe 
entire state revenue structure, am- 
plification of the State government, 
and an active research program for 
the improvement of the quality of 
county government. 


Good Government Essential 
"Good government is the number 


one essential lo the happiness, pros- 
perity and development of the na- 
tion," Dr. Benson declared. "Our 
country will continue to be great, 
\ve will continue to prosper so long 
as we, the people, retain our sov- 
ereign power 
over our 
govern- 


ment," he said, pointing out thai 
under our system the power of gov- 
ernment flows from the people to 
the government. 
But he warned, 


"As we become lax and let gov- 
ernment assume powers we should 
keep, we will lose our power to 
be a great and happy people." 


Fundamental Qualities 
Dr. Benson stated that three qual- 


ities have made America great: 
(1) Faith in God. (2) our consti- 
lulional, representative 
republic; 


(3) our productive economy "Free- 
dom is not divisible," he told the 
audience. "Of all the peoples who 
have lived on earth, few have been 
free, and none has kept freedom
